Rotunda, after he had been threat- 


toed with the arrest and "treated" to a 
plate of ice cream, told Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney David \V. Wolf of 
Queens county that Arthur Meighan 
had shot Schwer accidentally with a 
,:3 calibre rifle and that after couceai- 


. Ing the body they had agreed to ke?p 
the affair secret. The other boys cor- 
rcborated his story.

Rutunda raid that he gave Arthur 


' Ueighan money with which to pur- 
chase the rifle from a mall order house 
on October 25. The «run arrived on 
tbe 28th and th» five boys, who went 
tn the same school In Richmond Hill. 
decided to try It out on the chip- 
munks which they knew were plenti- 
ful in the swamp near the cemetery. 


Hid Body TbroBgh Fear. 


Each boy. Rotunda said, was to have 


two shots. Schwer had taken hb and 
was "boosting" Hirschfleld to the 
branch of a tree when Arthur Meighan 
said, "give roe the gun. 
I'll take a

As Meighan rested the rifle on a 


stump behind Schwer to take aim at 
another tree, it went oft unexpectedly,
